Three  shocks  were 
experienced  but  the  inhabitants  were,  by  the 
previous  noises,  So  well  warned  that  a  compar¬ 
atively  small  loss  of  life  (about  five  hundred) 
took  place.  The  vrcqncncy  of  ct.rthquakes  in 
this  region  is  expressively  told  in  thc  namagiv- 
en  to  it  by  the  aboriginal  Indians — Cuscatian — 
‘‘the  laud  that  swings  like  a  hammock. ” 

But  by  far  the  most  awful  earthquake  ever 
recorded  in  history  is  that  of  Lisbou,  on  the  1st 
of  November,  1755.  About  uinc  o’clock  in  the 
morning  a  hollow  thundcr-likc  sound  was  heard 
in  the  city,  although  thc  wi-atber  was  c-lcar  and 
serene.  Almost  imracdiatclv  afterwards,  with¬ 
out  any  other  warning,  such  an  upheaval  and 
ovci  turning  of  thc  ground  occurred  as  destroy¬ 
ed  the  greater  part  of  the  houses,  and  buried 
or  crushed  no  less  than  30,000  persons  As  it 
was  a  festival  day  most  of  the  churches  were 
filled  w  ith  their  congregations,  and  each  church 
became  a  doming  sepulcher  for  the  hapless  vic¬ 
tims,  for  the  burning  tapers  set  the  woodwork 
on  tire  aud  the  people  were  both  crushed  and 
burned.  In  the  whole  region  about  60,000 
persons  lost  tbeir  lives ;  and  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  Mediterranean,  in  Morocco,  the 
carth  opened  and  swallowed  a  town  with  8,000 
inhabitants.  The  enormous  sen-waves  caused 
by  these  (list uibances  destroyed  hundreds  of 
vessels  w  illi  tbeir  crews.
